The Glass Curtains 

Given glass of perfect texture 
and crystalline sheen, the section 
of the glass curtains and inner 
draperies should be made with due 
regard to the function of the room, 
its period, the color scheme, and 
the furniture. Heavy draperies 
are obviously out of place in the 
kitchen or bathroom, but they are 
just as much out of place in the 
living room where they clash with 
colorful wall paper or the graceful 
furniture of the colonial craftsmen. 

The gljass curtains, the filmy 
veils that hang next to the glass 
to insure privacy for those within, 
should be of lace, net or other 
very delicate and transparent ma- 
terial.

Their low- 
er edges should just touch the 
sits or fall a little below then.
